INTERESTING LECTURE BY 
DR. K. MACKENZIE - 


Dr. K. Mackenzie on Saturday 
afternoon last, at the University of 
Hong Kong, delivered an interest- 
ing and instructive lecture on the 
use of the infra-red plate in photo- 
graphy. ' 

The lecturer began by showing 
that white light can, by means of 
a prism, be broken up Into its con- 
stituent - colours, that is,° the 
colours visible to the human eye. 
But the photographic plate will 
detect light rays beyond the scope 
of the eye, i.e. the ultra-violet. 

The early plate was only sensi- 
tive to the green, blue and ultra- 
violet, the sensitivity to red and 
yellow being very low. This 
accounts for the fact that these 
early plates register red as black 
and ultra-violet and blue lights as 
white on the finished print, and 
hence sky and distant landscapes 
which reflect much white light 
(and therefore ultra violet rays) 
become white in the print. This 
accounts for the difficulty in photo- 
graphing objects at a distance. 

By the use of a yellow filter, the 
yellow rays were allowed to act 
more on the plate and at the same 
time the blue and ultra-violet les- 
sened in their effect on the plate. 
Hence the distance could be photo- 
graphed more successfully. 

However, the positton was still 
unsatisfactory, . as was acutely 
evident during the World War, 
when it was found mist or smoke. 

A search was then made for a 


ultra-violet rays, so that their 
effect would not wipe out those of 
the weaker red and yellow, and 
also to make the plate more sensi- 
tive to red and yellow. : 

This was accomplished by 
immersing the photographic plate 
n certain dyes (which render it 
‘more sensitive to red) and also by 
using a deeper yellow Milter. We 
now have the “panchromatic” 
‘plate, which, beliig, serisitive to 
red, has to be developed in either 
total darkness or deep green Nght, 
to which {it is not sensitive. If, 
for this plate, a red filter be used, 
the blue ray is almost completely 
eut out and the distance fs photo- 
urephed much more clearly, since 
the “wiping-out-effect” of the blue 
light has been removed. To go a

It remains to add that the book 
will make money—not so much as 
it would have made if it had been 
written 10 years ago, but still 
enough to enable Mr. Lloyd George 
to grow even bigger potatocs and to 
breed the best pigs in the South of 
Rngland. It will sell in every coun- 
try in the world. . 

The memoirs are to be completed 
in four. volumes—a total of 600,000 
words. There might be a fifth. 
But 3t would not be. published in 
Lloyd George's lifetime.. It would 
contain all the personal material 
which he has left untouched In his 
filing cabinet. In his memoirs he 
has defended his own conduct dur: 
ing the War -with characteristic 
spirit.
